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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is prior 
art regarding integrated circuits having a top metal layer having a first and a second 
metal bar, and a first, second and reference bump on the bars. See, for example, 
U56323559 to Chan et al. disclosing an integrated circuit chip (See Fig. 10) having a top 
metal layer having a first metal bar 282 and a second metal bar 280, the integrated 
circuit comprising a first bump (on bump pads) disposed on the first metal bar; a second 
bump (next to the first bump) on the first metal bar; and a reference bump (across both 
first and second bumps) on the second metal bar. 

However, see that the Application as amended specifically recites that the first 
bump, the second bump, and the reference bump are positioned such that an angle 
between specific lines taken between the bumps is substantially equal to 150 degrees. 
These limitations specifically recited as drafted in the claims when combined with all 
other specific limitations in the claims, make up for an invention that is neither obvious 
nor anticipated by the prior art of record. Hence the Notice of Allowability found herein.
